Gonfederatioui 

Wo briefly alluded on Thursday to 
tho biitiquot givon by tho North 
American Association, in Loudon, to 
tho Dclogates from Hova Scotia iind 
Now Erunswick, rorming, as wo 
inovilably must, tho weatorn liulc of 
tho groat Fodoral Bond that in dcatiii- 
ed Lo fuse and strougthon J5i'itish in- 
terests in North Amorica, from tho 
Atlaiiiicto tho Pacific, it is peculiarly' 
intoresting to watch tho progrosa that 
time is working towards tiio consum- 
mation of tho grandest conception of 
modern, statesmen. A synopsis of 
Lord Carnarvon's speech, on tho occa- 
sion appeared ia our columna yester- 
day, and although the noblo Kail, in 
tho present stage of tho question, was 
no'. cEsarily guarded in his remarks, 
and unable to diselosc anything that 
might bo accepted as a rcUox of tho 
future inleiuicns of Her AlajoHty's 
(jovernuient ; noverlhelcHS, sutticiont 
was said to indicate that tho iioart of 
tho Secretary of Stato is with the 
caUfOj and that tho iullest and most 
earnest allentionof tho Ministry will 
bo devoted lo tho solution of tho im-' 
morouB questions that havo to bo de- 
termined, and to reconciling conflict- 
ing opinions and intorests. On the 
])art of lior Majesty's Government 
Lord Carnarvon was froo to promise, 
that when tho matter came under 
their oflicial consideration there would 
bo no luke-warraness evinced in tbo 
consideration of anything tliat the 
Provincial .and Canadian delegates 
might urge, no iudiffereneo to their 
wishes, and no want of confidonco in 
their national a-'^pirations. In tho 
courBO of his remarks, tho noble Earl 
most graphically portrayed tho ontor- 
priao and courage of the Colonists, 
tiio rough conflict waged with tho 
wilderness, and the advanced stato bf 
civilization, grace and refiooments of 
life now brought home in innnmorablo 
ways to the hearts and homes of huni 
dreds of tbonsands in British North 
America. The genilemen from iho 
liaritime Powers, whom bo felt so 
gratified to meet, bad come to disouss, 
added his Lordship, one ot the most 
important questions that ooald bo well 
imagined — the most important, pro- 
bably, that had ever been considered in 
British North America, and although 
it was not altogether a new one, hav- 
ing for many years been discussed in I (Cheer^.) 
one fhape or another, from various [ 
causes it came to no practical issue, 
but it had now boon revived in a most 
practical form, and ho regretted the 
nnavoidablo absence that evening of 
the dclogatos from Canada, without 
whom, it was impossible to deal with 
the question. Throughout tho noblo 
Earl's speech, a decided loaning in 
favor of tho speedy accomplishment of 
Confederation poops out, desjiito tho 
fact that " his lips wore sealed," and 
potent as may be tho silly oppositiou 
raised by Messrs Howe and Annand, 
the delegates clearly have the ears of 
the present Qovornment, and by unity 
and porseveratoe may soon attain tbo 
object in view. Indeed, tho Lond ):! 
Standard, a well informod Conserva^ 
tive journal, goes so far as to say ; 

" That the Imperial Go^ornraent is 
porsuvoring energetically in the guod 
work, and that there is no impodiment, 
at least, in England, to the iraraodialo 
rottli.iation ot tli0|,'reat sohomo forjlho 
consolidation of tho North American 
provinces — a scheme which, while it 
binds the colonies closer to each othei', 
is cakulatcd to strongthon tho bonds 
wiiieh iiiiito thom to the mothei- 
couiitry." 

The Jioii. Dr Tu[ij)cr, I'reniicr oi 
Nova Scotia, the lion. S. Ij. Tille)', 
ot New J3ninswiclC| CJovenior llincks 
ami others, luUuived the noblo JiOrd 
in re[ily to toasts jjropo.setl, and made 
ablo and iiuoresting s|iooches. 



"Tho Future of Uritish Americai" 

'i'hn iMinidtcr of Agriculturo, tho Hon. T. 
I). SIcGco, reoontly dolivored on nddresg 
upon (ho abnvo Bubjuet to a London (O.W.,) 
uudicuoo. TLu night was Tory irolouiont, 
nowitiietaiuling whieli the hall was uiowded 
to liatcn to tbo oloquont lecturer. The Free 
Fress contains an excellent report of Mr 
MoQee'a remarks, from nhicb we mnko a few 
extracts :— 

I enter on thig subject, Mr Ma;yor, of tho 
Futuro of Uritlsli Amerioa, at this moment, 
with a groat def,'rca of oon6deaOQ and satis- 
faction. I consider and I think all muat 
considDr who looU at tho facts fuirly, tbat tbo 
pidjooled Union of British Amorica — to 
whicli, I sou, more tban 'ono of tlio iiiottocj 
upon tlie wnlla of tliie fine chamber boar ton- 
timony — huH gono lhrouj;h its first stugc fiuc- 
cesalully. Tlio Bocond alSKO is approncliing— 
Iiiipurial Logislatiou ; tbo tbiid ia not far 
otl, tho putting into operation of Ibo now 
system. I do not gay tbat all is plain sailinR 
even now ; but wbon I look back two short 
yours, and remember tbat it was only in 
September, 1864, the first aotnal overture 
towards union was made at the Oouferenoe 
of Cbarlottotown ; wbon 1 remember that 
«o have had sinco then tho Quebec Ooofer- 
oiico, tbo Coufcrciico of our Ministers with 
the Imperial Cabinet ut London, in Juno, 
18(;5, tho (Jonledurato C"oun»il of Trade, the 
repeal of tbo Kcciprocity Treaty, tbo \VeHt 
Indian C' jniniL-rcial Uommisaioii, and two 
anno i dcinooi'tralions (in a izroat ciogrco 
atiinulatad by hatred to our Confudoration 
policy) against tticso Provinces ; when 1 
rcmoMiber tbat contrary to all thu prediclionj 
of tbo croakers. Upper and Lower Canada 
tuiind no insnpetable difBouIties in arraaging 
in joint oounoil tbeir new local ounstllutions; 
wlion I reinombcr that all theso aro tho ovonls 
ul two short yourij, I cannot but Ted, — 1 trust 
it is not prcdiunptuoua to aay so, — that tho 
hand of God alono could liavo so ordered 
evonta, could liavc so bittod and bridled tho 
passions aud stilled the antipatbioa of rival 
parly leaders, as to render llioso tbing.s pos- 
Hiblo to u." wiihin po short a space of lime — 
(ehcer.-) * •* * * * * When 1 
spoke here, live years ago, of "Canada's 
iiilorest in tbo Amorica[i Civil War," 1 cer- 
tainly did not foresee tbat wo should havo a 
reversion of that interest in the shape of 
Foraanism, which would compel us to ooM 
out .■i5,O0U of our population to pnard our 
frontier, and oblige us to 08l£ our Patliamont 
lor considerable j;ranta for secret service, in 
order lo ngoortain what pointa most needed 
protection. But wo have lived to o.xporienco 
both theso Docessities, ami aa the consc~ 
<liience of the American civil war. | Hear, 
tiour J Tlio civil war bred, as was natural, a 
class of fiijhtin^; men, adverao to returning 
to ihe arts or paths of peace. These figblini; 
men wanted a cry, a eauso, and a field of 
plunder; — they borrowed the Irish cry, ear- 
icatnred the Irish causa, and selected Can- 
ada as their field of plunder. (Hear, hear) 
In tbo langiiago of Mr Gladstone, nothing so 
atrocious is known ia tiislory aa the lalo Fen- 
ian iiiva^iun of Canada. (Cheers.) 'I'hore 
aro, liowever, two or three deductiona drawn 
from that invasion which will uat hold water, 
and which wo ought to tosa overboard at 
onco. Ono doiluciion made at tbo time by 
some ill-informed, or mischievous, or cred- 
ulous person, was, that because the oonspir- 
tors assumed to speak in tho name of Ireland, 
falsely and impudently asauuied to assail aa 
in her name, tbat, therefore, the Irish in this 
country were not to be relied on in tho de- 
fence of thoir own house and altars, and the 
general safety, (floor, hear.) I know this 
deduction was made by many— I know it was 
announced by some — but it waa groundless, 
it waa an untrue and an injurioua deduction, 
(Cheers.) For a fortnight, tbo enemy bung 
upon our frontier— his emissaries we have 
reason to suspect were in our luidat — but two 
or three renegade Canadians were among 
those captured at Fort Erie, and two or throe 
more in Missiraqaoi, not one Irish Canadian 
was (Oaod among tbem. (Cheers.) To give 
the devil bis dne(laugbter)— even the escap- 
ed jailbirds of Cornwall have not banded 
thornsolves, pince their escape, with tho 
enemies of Canada; they ebow thoy havo 
Eunio grace, some virtue left, and that thoy 
are not prepared lo carry firo and swoni into 
a (-ountry whore Irishmen have no grievances 
o.\ce|it such as their brother Irislimeii 
havo imported with them Irora Ireland.

Fatal Culiiisioii iu the Hod Sita. 

One of tbo Bbima's paasengors sends to the 
Times an aeoonnt of iho foundering of that 

spip in iho Keil Sea : — "'I'he IJhinia war; 
sunk ut eleven o'cluek on the night of llio 
llthol .SL|ilijiiil)i'r, when on hor way from 
Bombay to tSiie/., by collision willi tho 
'ti'arni:r iN'ada, proceeding Iroin .Suez lo 
Honibay, She sank in loss than three minii- 
ii s alii^r i;lie struck. Out of the 101 persons 
on board only 22 have been saved. Of these 
eight are Europeans, and the remainder 
natives. The Bluropoaas are Shipmusiers 
Mann and Chcverton and Mr Nazareth, who 
wero pu:Hen."ora ; tho third ofTicor of tho 
liliiiiia, Air C. .1. Cutbbort, the atewurd, and 
lliice ol ih« ipiarter-masters, two of whom 
arc rortogesc, and tho third an Kmglihiimaii 
named Sandy. It ajijiears tliut thu collision 
look placo at a ilistanoo of about IHO miloH 
from Sue/., which port it was expected would 
ho reached on llie following day, and in 
anticipation of ttiia tfie baggage had been 
collected and arrnngeraenta made for land- 
ing. Although there waa a fresh broezo 
blowing, tho night was fiuo and starlight. 
Both vessels were pursuing tbuir ordinary 
courses, at fall speed, liaving their nignal- 
liglils lip which won,' disliiiclly made out an 
hour beloro they ounie noiir to tiich oilier ; 
and, fuither, ilio captains were on llie look- 
out on their rii,-|i(ieiive bridges. • Yot, from 
soiiiu un.ieeoiinialile cause, the two uteauierd 
cuiue irilo collision with auoh fatal conse- 
quences. It is, however, alleged, on tho part 
of thu Nuda, that she kept a port holm, und 
that Ibo Bbima must have suddenly turned 
her side towards the No(!a's bow. The 
Bbtma was slruok on her starboard a tsfv 
fettl uBtero the malomast, The ghock wiia 



tertifio. Thoao who had retired to rest — and 
nearly all had dona so about an hour before 
—were instantly aroused, und, springing to 
their fuel, rushed forward to too what had 
bappnnod. How groat their dismay to find 
the vessel already sinking ! Tho damage she 
had sustained, from the Nada's bow crush- 
ing tbo starboard and penetratiDg nearly lo 
thu inainma.1t, was of such a nature as lo 
cause her to founder imuiodiately. There 
waa no time either to lower any of the boats, 
which, instead of boing ottboard, were in- 
board and jii the stocks, or even to cutaway 
the lifo-banys, wliioli waa hi?hcd to the sides 
of tho stoamor. Tho ecciio waa one of a 
most appallin.; cliaructer, h'or a few soconda 
tlieio was a frantic rushing from ono part of 
tho '"assel In another, but it was too ovidoot 
there was no hope of escape. Shrieks and 
pitiful cries lor help filled the air. But none 
wore more toaohing tbem those of Mrs Mil- 
lar, who had been sleeping on the poop, 
while her child was in the cabin 'below. 
She instantly ran down to rescue ber little 
ono, but before she could return tho water 
had risen Fovnral feot on tlin deck, and from 
aonie unfortunate circumstanco the saloon 
door luuf been closed. Hor cries from 
within wore heard by Capt. Mann, who 
hastened to hurst it open. But, finding this 
iinpo.isihio, ho rau to iho poop and tried to 
force opon the skylight. \Vhilo ho svus thus 
endeavouring to releaue Mrs Millar and her 
child ho himself wa-i washed uverbnard, Aa 
the Bhima wag sinking a terrible explosion 
took place, whieb is supposed to have been 
occasioned by the water running into the 
tires and coming in oontaot with the boilers. 
The captain of the Bhima and those with 
him on tho bridge, excepting Mr Cuthberl, 
must have been either killeil in tlio explosion 
or so aoverly injured as to be unable to save 
lliemsolves. 'I'iie sierii ol the vea.-<ul was the 
tirH to go under water; the forecastle, there- 
fore, temainnl longest in sight ; iiiid among 
those who had tal;en refuge on Ihu forecastle 
were Messrs Iveeno and t'lilko, who joined 
hands ill the hope of assisting each other. 
Near them were the steward and Mr Ni»z« 
artth. Thoy tried to out off a life buoy, 
but so quickly did tho water como tolling 
over tliem that there was not sufiiciunt time 
even lo do this. They, along with all on 
board, were carried down iii.iny feot below 
Ihe isiirfaco of ttiu water by iho (-notion caus- 
ed by the sinking ol so vast a fabric. 
U'lian Captain Hanscoine,iti command of tho 
Nada, saw tho terrililo naUire ol the collision, 
he at onco aont out three boats in order to 
save as many lives ns possible. Tho first 
who waa picked up was v/i\i Captain Uhevot- 
ton, who was swimming towards the Nada, 
and ho in turn exerted bimielf along with 
thoso in the boat wilh him to render every 
ae.-^ialance; eighteen out of the twenty two 
who were saved were picked up by this boat. 
Aino:ig tliciii wore Ca[itain Minn, the steward 
and Mr Nazareth, who although in a very 
extiaiisled stato, had continued lo hold on to 
floating pieces of wood. Four others kept 
themselves above wator by clinging to a bale 
of cotton, and they were rescneii. Ono was 
saved by a loalhor pillow, and ono hy a lite 
buoy that he had succeeded in obtaining. 
'I'lie Nada's boats continued Itia search for 
five hours, but out of 101 persons on board 
79 were missing, and of ibom no trace coald 
bo discovered.
